he alcohol drums revealed that 40 were! 
mpty, four contained water'and only 
ix were filled with alcohol. 
What became of the missing alcohol 


s, In reality, a, mystery. The agents 
express the opinion, however, that the 
contents of the empty drums were si- 
phoned out before the vessel had been 
seized. This belief, they say. Is based 
on the fact that small launches have, 
heen detected running alongside the 
Tlburon since her arrival in Boston, 
causing a thorough examination of the 
cargo and resulting in the seizure. 


The agents will continue their exam- 


ination of the drums, and just how 
much of the liquor Is missing will not 
he known until a federal inventory is 
taken. It is expected that the cargo 
will be removed as speedily as possible 
to the Massachusetts Storage Ware- 
house on Washington street, there to 
be gauged and tested. 


A strong guard was placed aboard 


the vessel after the raid. The value 
of the cargo before, as Is alleged, any 
had been removed, was estimated at 
$275.000. 
Tho seizure was made only after a 


long conference in the United States 
marshal's office..In which TJ. S. Atty. 
Harris. Asst. U. S. Atty. White and 
Acting Field Supervisor Albert Lynch 


of the prohibition force took part. Af- 
ter the. prohibit ion agents are said to 
have produced proof that non-beverage 
alcohol had been diverted for bever- 
age purposes. Commissioner Hayes is- 
sued a search warrant. 


As there was no one on the vessel 


competent to accept service, the official 
document was tacked to the foremast, 
and the officers began a search. 
After 


taking off the main hatch and enter- 
ing the holds, the alcohol drums were 
found packed in a bed of gravel on the 
ship's bottom. 
There were 250 drums, each sup- 


posed containing 110 gallons of alco- 
hol.

NEWS FROM THE 


HORSE ASSOCIATION 


NEW YORK. July 13.—All o£ tlv 


corn belt states are working to secure 
more efficient horses and mules, ac- 
cording to a statement just Issued by 
the Horse Association of America- This 
organization reports that many stallion 
associations are springing up. tho pur- 
pose of which Is fo secure better breeds 
of work animate on the farms. 


Satisfactory experiments aro be'ng 


marte In increasing tlio size of animal 
motive power units in farm work. On 
one farm It was found that one mun 
driving ten horses on a 
three-horse 


plow may average nine acres per day. 
despite hot. dry weather and 
difficult 


soil conditions. Under the same con- 
ditions a driver has been using twelve 
horses on a double-disc harrow, cutting 
a strip sixteen feet wide, averaging 
about forty acres a day. 


The use of large seeding units has 


also been brought out very efTectively 
on this farm where experiments are 
being tried out 
Three grain seeders 


are hitched abreast, drawn by twelve 
or sixteen head of horses. With this 
equipment one man seeds seventy-two 
acres per day or eight times as much 
as accomplished by the ordinary far- 
mer in the corn belt with three horses. 


Farmers In the last few years have 


found that by Flight variations in their 
horses and mule power 
units 
they 


greatly Increase the efficiency of their 
work. They have found how easy it 
Is to change from two to four. six. 
eight, or even ten horse teams. 


Census figures of 1020 show thai 


the corn belt continues to be the mam 
breeding section of the 
country for 


horses and males foaled In 1919 were 
produced In the following states: Ohio. 
Indiana. Illinois. Missouri. Iowa. OkU- 
homa, Kansas. Nebraska. South Dako- 
ta, and North Dakota. 
. The policy of producins the motive 
power needed on corn belt farms and 
selling before depreciation setg in is 
one or the notent factors contributing 
to the wealth of farmers in this region. 


Oklahoma alone had more colts foal- 


ed In 1913 than the twelve states enum- 
erated in the eastern zone which con- 
sists of Pennsylvania. Maryland, the 
District of Columbia and the ^!es 
| east and north. Only 40.230 colts were 


foaled In 1913 In the eastern zone. 


At this rate It would require ahout 


forty years for this particular zone to 
replace horses on Its own farms. The 
ten states In the southern zone. North 
Carolina, Kentucky. Tenneisee. Arkan- 
sas and all states south had S8.7fi5 
horse colts foaled In 1913 and had a

: The anthracite lands were bought up 
-long ago and are now o\vjietl almost 
entirely by eight companies known us 
the railroad coal companies. These 
coal companies were supposed Io dl- 
.vorce the coal business from that of 
railroading; but stimehow the dual 
relation Is still maintained. 


•These companies mine about 75 per 


cent of the anthracite and the Inde- 
pendent companies the remainder. The 
railroad companies usually agree upon 
a price for the various grades of coal: 
but the Independent companies sell 
sometimes higher and sometimes lower 
.than the.railroad 
companies. 
They 


have to pay higher for storage and 
.have fewer advnnlagcs on the rail- 
roads. The big rule the price except 
where the government steps In.

STATE HOUSK, Bus ion, July 14. — A 


new law providing thai more severe 
penalties may be Imposed upon mo- 
torists who continue lo operate their 
cars after their licenses to do so have 
been suspended or revoked goes into 
effect In this state next Tuesday.

BhAil he punt Ah eft for a first offence 
by a fine- of not 'less than J50 nor more 
than $100 or by Imprisonment for not 
more than ten days, or both, and for 
any subsequent offence 
by 
Imprison- 


ment for not less than ten days nor 
more than one- year, and any person 
who'attuches or permits to ho attached 
to a motor vehicle a number plate ns- 
fllgned hy Die registrar to another ve- 
hicle, or who obscures or 'permits to 
be obpcured tho, figures on any num- 
ber plate attached to any motor ve- 
hicle, or who falls to display on a 
motor vehicle the number plnte and 
th(* register number duly Issued, there-

What became of the missing alcohol 


s, in reality, a mystery. The agents 
express tha opinion, however, that the 
contents of the empty drums were si- 
phoned out before the vessel had been 
seized. This belief, they say. is based 
on the fact that small launches have 
been detected running alongside the 
Tiburon since her arrival in Boston, 
causing a thorough examination of the 
cargo and resulting in the seizure. 


The agents will continue their exam- 


ination of the drums, and Just how 
much of the liquor is missing will not 
be known until a federal inventory la 
taken. It Is expected that the-cargo 
will be removed as speedily as possible 
to the Massachusetts Storage Ware- 
house on Washington street, there to 
be gauged and tested. 


A. strong guard was placed aboard 


tho vessel after the raid. The value 
of the cargo before, as is alleged, any 
had been removed, was estimated at 
$275.000. 
The seizure was made only after a 


long conference in the United States 


of the prohibition force took part. Af- 
ter the prohibition agents are said to 
have produced proof that non-beverage 
alcohol had been diverted for bever- 
age purposes. Commissioner Hayes is- 
sued a search, warrant.

NEWS FROM THE 


HORSE ASSOCIATION 


NEW YORK, July 13.—All of the 


corn belt states are working to secure 
more efficient horses and mules, ac- 
cording to a statement Just issued by 
the Horse Association of America, This 
organization reports that many stallion 
associations are springing up. *he pur- 
pose of which Is to secure better breeds 
of work animals on the farms. 


Satisfactory experiments are being 


made in Increasing the size of animal 
motive power units in farm work. On 
one farm it was found that ono man 
driving ten horses on a 
three-horse 


plow may average nine acres per day. 
despite hot, dry weather and 
difficult 


soil conditions. Under the same con- 
ditions a driver has been using twelve 
horses on a double-disc harrow, cutting 
a strip sixteen feet wide, averaging 
about forty acres a day. 


The uso of largo seeding units has 


also been brought out very effectively 
on this farm where experiments are 
being tried out. 
Three grain seeders 


are hitched abreast, drawn by twelve 
or sixteen head of horses. With this 
equipment one man seeds seventy-two 
acres per day or eight times as much 
as accomplished by the ordinary far- 
mer In the corn belt with three horses. 


Farmers In the last few years have 


found that by slight variations In their 
horses and mule power 
units 
they 


greatly Increase the efficiency of their 
work. They have found how easy it 
Is to change from two to four, six, 
eight, or even ten horse teams. 


Census figures of 1920 show that 


the corn belt continues to be the main 
breeding section of the country 
for 


horses and males foaled in 1519 were 
produced in the following states: O>iio. 
Indiana. Illinois. Missouri. Iowa. Okla-
